WILSON 1S SAID TO WANT HIM 
FOR GOVERNOR-GENERAL.

patch.] W. Morgan Shuster, former 
member of the Governor-General’s 
council in the Philippines, and re- 
cently treasurer-general of Persia, in 
ell probability will be the next Gov- 
ernor-Genera!l of the islands. 

Shyster was summoned here today 
by President Wilson and was received 
at the White House where he con- 
ferred with the President for more 
than an hour. Nothing was given put 
concerning the interview but it was 
reported that the President offered 
Shuster the post. Shuster refused to 
discuss his visit. He also conferred 
with Secretary of War Garrison. It 
is generally belleved here he is slated 
for the position. 

Bureau of Insular Affairs officials 
deciared they were in the dark re- 
garding the President's choice for Gov- 
ernor-General. As far as they knew 
Gov.-Gen. Fofbes and no member of 
the Philippine Commission has re- 
signed. . Present Philippine Commis- 
sioners Quezon and Earnshaw are 
backing Shuster.

Secretary Danicis Approves Dis- 

missal of Midshipman and Calis

WASHINGTON, April 17.—With 
the announcement today of his ap- 
proval of the sentence of the court 
which dismissed Midshipman James 
C. Cook from the naval ecademy for 
hazing, Secretary Daniels sent a liet- 
ter to every midshipman at Annhap- 
olis, warn each that hereafter no 
leniency will be shown hazers, who, 
in addition to being dismissed, will 
receive the additional penalty of im- 
prisonment as provid by law. 

“The sentence of confinement would 
be justified in Cook's case,” said Sec- 
retary Daniels, “but as I have not 
had an opportunity to issue a warn- 
ing before, I have let the sentence 
stand at dismissal. Your hazer is 
essentially a bully and must neces- 
sarily have a streak of innate cruelty. 
The United States navy has no place 
for youths of this kind.”

T. EB. Gibbon opened the eyes of 
seventy-five members of the Los An- 
geles Realty Board at their monthly 
dimner at Brink's yesterday noon. The 
| machinations of a greedy land owner, 
the insinuations and lies of the Earl 
organs were boldly sculptured by the 
speaker, who portrayed vividly the 
many efforts to force the State High- 
way Commission into submissiveness 
on the Tehachepi route. 

Gibbon followed George A. Brock, 
chairman of the Good Roads Commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce, who 
apoke strongly in favor of the Tejon 
route as the most direct and most 
feasible. When he arose to fill in 
his ten-minute talk period, Gibbon 
was asked to take up any vital subject 
that had been discussed by other 
members of the board, and chose 
State highways. 

He first took up the petition of the 
Antelope Valley residents to the Gov- 
ernor, which sets out that the popu- 
lation along the Tehachepi route 
numbers 12,000, and Gibbon showed 
that these figures are based on the 
population of territory anywhete 
from fifty to 256 miles distant from 
the proposed highway. 

“Admitting that there are 1870 
people in the Antelope Valley, ten 
times that number would not be 
enough to favor the Tehachepi route, 
for the simple reason that where 
these few would be getting the bene- 
fits, 750,000 other residents of Los 
Angeles county would be forced to 
pay a personal tax of from $2.50 to 


$8 every time they used the longer. 


route to Bakersfield, this tax being 
in the form of additional cost of 
gasoline, of tires and of time used 
in making the detour of sixty-four 
miles which this road would neces- 
sitkte deviation from a straight 
line,” Gibbon. “Los Angeles and 
Kern counties should build this 
longer route if it is positively neces- 
sary. 
SHORT, STRAIGHT, COOL. 

“On a recent trip over the Tejon 
road, I found that it is not only much 
shorter, but that it will provide a 
high, cool drive on the ridge of hills 
that sticks up from the desert wastes. 
Further than that, it will be of 
magnificent scenic beauty and will not 
require a single shifting of gears in 
the run from Los Angeles to Bakers- 
field. The Kern County Land Com- 
pany proposes to boulevard thirty 
miles. near Bakersfield, widening it 
to 160 feet and planting it with trees. 

“Above and beyohd all of these 
things it is the straight path between 
designated points. Atty.-Gen. Webb 
during one of the controversies that 
arose about the route of the high- 
way through the San Jaoquin Valley 
laid down the mandatory nature of 
the statute, govering this situation.

AWYER JAILED 
FOR CONTEMPT. 


REFUSES TO PRODUCE LETTER 
ORDERED BY COURT. 


Habeas Corpus Releases Attorney, 
but Ben®@h Warrant for San Fran- 
cisco Merchant Serves in Another 
Way to Demand Document—Bit- 
ter Commercial Litigation. 


- Declaring that he did not propose 
to aid opposing counsel in the bitter 
litigation between W. C. Mc@Wiviily 
and J. J. Haggerty, Attorney George 
S. Hupp yesterday refused to produce 
a letter ordered by Judge Wilbur and 
was committed to the County Jail for 
contempt. He was later released on 
his own recognizance following the 
granting of a writ of habeas corpus by 
the Court. 

“When the case was called yester- 
day Hupp stated to the court that the 
letter had been handed to him by Ed- 
ward Lezinsky, a merchant of San 
Francisco. WLezinsky, he said, did not 
want it profuced in court. It was a 
private document between him and an 
agent named Silk. To produce it 
would be to disclose a private paper. 
In stating his reasons for declining 
to obey the order of the court, Hupp 
said no personal: discourtesy was in- 
tended. 

Judge Wilbur instructed’ Bailiff 
Strohm to take charge of Hupp. He 
was directed to take a seat fn the 
jury box while the court dealt with 
his associate counsel, Frank C. Hill. 
The latter was also ordered into cus- 
tody, but explained to the court that 
the letter had never been in his pos- 
session. His advice to Hupp had been, 
he said, to produce the letter, Hill 
satisfied the court that he was not in 
contempt and was released cus- 
tody. 

Attorney W. A. Bowen tried to 
show that Hill and Hupp occupied 
joint offices and that the letter was 
left in the o where Hill could see 
it. Hill stated he had not seen the

Anticipating committment for con- 
tempt, Hupp had prepared the peti- 
tion for a writ of habéas corpus, and 
when he was ted to jail by Strohm 
shortly after 4 o'clock, it was pre- 
sented to the Appellate Court and 
acted upon at once. 

The letter which Bowen is ‘seeking 
to have produced is understood to’ 
be in line with the allegation that 
manufacturers have been advised not 
to ship goods to McEivilly. Both men 
are stockholders in the same con- 
cern, and Haggerty’s attorneys make 
no pretense of the fact that they are 
trying to oust him. This attempt wil! 
be made, it is understood, at a meet- 
ing of stockholders to be held shortly.

Public Service Commission Will 

Expend Bond Mondey and Finaace 

Franklin Canyon Line and Piant. 
Another conference was held yes- 
terday afternoon between the Aque- 
duct Commission, Public Service

Land Rich in Water. 


The second attempt of Joseph Gla-} 


vor to secure 160 acres of government 
land in San Bernardine county has re- 
sulted in a failure. 

In 1908 Glavor filed an application 

with the forest sérvice to list the land 
as a homestead, but his claim was re- 
jected. Later he filed another applica- 
tion with the local,land office for the 
land -under the mineral law, alleging 
that it contained a valuable deposit 
of granite and building stone. 
. By a decision made yesterday the 
contention of the government that no 
mineral has been discovered on the 
entry, that it had not made in 
good faith for building stone, but in 
order to control ‘a fine water supply, 
was sustained by Register Buren and 
Receiver Robinson. 

The land is located at an altitude of 
4000 feet in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, thirty-five miles east cf 
Victorville and is not suitable for ag- 
ricultural purposes. It is used by the 
cattlemen for grazing stock. There 
are a number of small lakes on the 
area and the water supply is a great 
deal more valuable than the land. So 
the title remains vested in the gov- 
ernment and the Agricultural De- 
partment will be in receipt of grazing 
rental, as it is very desirable from 
that point of view.
